Claims 1-1 1, and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Oppitz (US 4616125). 

Oppitz discloses an apparatus with a self heating feature comprising conductive 
composite, wherein the at least one conductive component is adapted to couple with a source of 
electricity, and wherein the at least one conductive component heats up on passage of electricity, 
wherein the conductive component fiirther comprises an insulating layer at least partially 
covering the conductive conposite. It is noted that claims 3-11 recite particular uses of the 
heating element or methods of making the device without further limiting the structure and 
therefore do not distinguish over the prior art of record
